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OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS, 

1890-1899. 


TRADE  OF  1899. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1899,  for  the  fourth  time  during  the  history  of  our 
foreign  commerce,  the  annual  value  of  domestic  merchandise  exported 
by  the  United  States  exceeded  a  billion  dollars.  The  first  record  of 
the  kind  was  made  in  1892,  when  the  declared  valuation  amounted  to 
$1,015,732,011.  Immediately  following  1892  there  were  four  }^ears, 
1893-1896,  during  which  our  exports  were  considerably  smaller. 
After  that,  in  1897,  a  marked  increase  occurred,  resulting  in  a  value 
of  11,032,007,603,  the  highest  up  to  that  time.  During  1898  a 
still  further  growth  took  place,  and  the  unprecedented  value  of 
$1,210,291,913  was  attained.  Then  came  1899,  with  a  record  of 
$1,203,931,222.  This  value,  while  somewhat  less  than  the  exception- 
ally high  figures  of  1898,  was  far  in  excess  of  any  previously  reported. 

The  total  imports  for  1899  were  valued  at  $697,148,489.  *  Although 
much  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years,  these  figures  exhibit  a 
marked  gain  over  the  1898  value,  which  was  unusually  small,  amount- 
ing to  only  $616,049,654.  The  annual  average  for  the  decade  1890- 
1899  was  above  $750,000,000. 

A  comparison  of  the  imports  with  the  domestic  exports  shows  that 
in  1899  the  excess  on  the  side  of  the  latter  reached  as  high  as  $506,- 
782,733. 

AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

The  products  of  foreign  agriculture  purchased  by  the  United  States 
during  1899  had  a  value  of  $355,514,881,  constituting  51  per  cent  of 
the  total  imports  of  merchandise.  Notwithstanding  an  increase  of 
$41,223,085  over  the  low  figures  recorded  for  1898,  the  agricultural 
imports  of  1899  were  decidedly  smaller  than  the  average  for  the  past 
decade,  which  amounted  to  about  $387,000,000. 

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

Of  the  domestic  merchandise  marketed  abroad  in  1899,  65.85  per 
cent,  with  a  total  value  of  $792,811,733,  consisted  of  the  products  of 
agriculture.  While  the  value  for  1899  was  $66,207,213  less  than  the 
exceptionally  high  figures  of  1898,  it  exceeded  all  prior  records,  except 
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that  for  1892.  a  year  that  was  notable  because  of  the  remarkably  abun- 
dant crops  in  America  accompanying  a  general  deficiency  abroad. 
Conditions  somewhat  similar  to  those  recounted  for  1892  prevailed,  but 
to  a  less  marked  extent,  during-  1898,  resulting  in  an  unusually  heavy 
exportation  of  breadstufl's.  Under  the  more  normal  conditions  of  1899 
our  breadstuff  exports  were  considerably  smaller.  In  the  latter  year 
the  value  of  the  breadstuff's  shipped  to  foreign  countries  amounted 
to  only  $273,999,699  as  against  £333,897,119  in  1898,  a  decline  of 
$59, 897,420.  This  falling  off  in  the  exportation  of  breadstuff's,  together 
with  a  loss  of  K^O, 863,61:3  in  the  value  of  the  cotton  shipments,  more 
than  accounted  for  the  total  decrease  in  agricultural  export-. 

Compared  with  the  agricultural  imports  of  the  same  year,  the  agri- 
cultural exports  for  1899  show  an  excess  of  $437,296,852. 

SUMMARY  STATEMENT  OF  IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS. 

The  extent  to  which  the  imports  and  exports  of  the  United  States 
consisted  of  products  of  agriculture,  and  the  excess  of  agricultural 
exports  over  agricultural  imports,  during  each  fiscal  year  from  1890  to 
1899,  inclusive,  will  be  seen  from  the  official1  statistics  presented  in 
the  following  summary  statement:

LEADINO  AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

The  leading  agricultural  imports  of  the  United  States  during  the 
fiscal  year  1899,  named  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  were  sugar,

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coffee,  hides  and  skins,  silk,  vegetable  fibers,  fruits  and  nuts,  tobacco, 
tea,  wool,  wines,  cocoa,  and  vegetable  oils.  Measured  in  value,  these 
twelve  items  constituted  over  85  per  cent  of  the  total  agricultural 
import  trade  for  the  year  mentioned. 

SUGAR. 

Of  sugar  the  United  States  imported  in  1899  3,980,250,569  pounds, 
or  1,290,329,718  pounds  more  than  the  unusually  small  imports  of 
the  }rear  before,  which  amounted  to  only  2,689,920,851  pounds.  In 
the  value  of  the  imports  there  was  an  advance  during  the  two  years 
from  $60,472,749  to  $91,964,120,  making  a  gain  of  $34,491,371.  The 
average  import  price  per  pound  was  2.2  cents  for  1898  and  2.4  cents 
for  1899. 

COFFEE. 

In  the  imports  of  coffee  there  was  a  decline  of  38,687,392  pounds 
during  1899,  the  receipts  for  that  year  amounting  to  only  831,827,063 
pounds  as  against  870,514,455  pounds  for  1898.  Meanwhile  the  value 
fell  from  $65,067,631  to  $55,275,470,  showing  a  loss  of  $9,792,161.  In 
1898  the  import  price  averaged  7.5  cents  per  pound,  but  in  1899  it 
dropped  to  6.6  cents. 

HIDES  AND  SKINS. 

The  imports  of  hides  and  skins  increased  from  245,774,616  pounds, 
worth  $37,068,932,  during  1898  to  267,090,750  pounds,  worth  $41,988,- 
043,  during  1899.  There  was  a  gain  of  21,316,134  pounds  in  quantity 
and  $4,919,111  in  value.  The  import  price  per  pound  averaged  15.1 
cents  for  1898  and  15.7  cents  for  1899.  Goatskins  and  hides  of  cattle 
were  the  chief  items  under  hides  and  skins. 

Goatskins.— Our  imports  of  goatskins  for  1899  amounted  to  69,728,- 
945  pounds,  worth  $18,488,326,  as  compared  with  64,923,487  pounds, 
worth  $15,776,601,  for  the  previous  year.  The  quantity  was  increased 
by  4,805,458  pounds  and  the  value  by  $2,711,725.  In  the  average 
import  price  per  pound  there  was  an  advance  during  the  two  years 
from  24.3  cents  to  26.5  cents. 

Hides  of  cattle. — The  quantity  of  cattle  hides  imported  during  1899 
was  4,152,425  pounds  in  excess  of  the  1898  record,  but  owing  to  a 
decline  from  10.8  cents  to  10.4  cents  per  pound  in  the  average  annual 
import  price  the  total  value  of  the  imports  showed  a  falling  off  of 
$3,043.  In  1898  126,243,595  pounds,  valued  at  $13,624,989,  were 
imported,  and  in  1899  130,396,020  pounds,  valued  at  $13,621,946. 

SILK. 

Of  silk,  837,568  pounds  less  were  received  in  1899  than  in  1898,  the 
imports  falling  during  the  two  years  from  12,087,951  pounds  to 
11,250,383  pounds.    The  value  on  the  other  hand,  owing  to  higher

prices,  showed  an  increase  of  $369,561,  advancing  from  $32,110,066  in 
1898  to  $32,179,627  in  1899.  An  average  import  price  of  $2.89  per 
pound  was  reached  in  the  latter  year  as  compared  with  only  $2.66  for 
the  former. 

VEGETABLE  FIBERS. 

The  vegetable  fibers  imported  during  1899  amounted  in  value  to 
$25,313,239,  or  $6,817,550  in  excess  of  the  figures  for  1898,  which 
were  recorded  at  $18,165,689.  Sisal  grass,  Manila  hemp,  and  cotton 
were  the  principal  items. 

Sisal  grass. — Of  sisal  grass,  71,898  tons,  worth  $9,211,377,  were 
imported  during  1899,  an  increase  of  2,576  tons  in  quantitj^  and 
$1,011,177  in  value  over  the  imports  for  1898,  which  amounted  to 
69,322  tons,  worth  $5,169,900.  The  import  price  per  ton  rose  during 
the  two  years  from  $71.58  to  $128.12. 

Manila  hemp. — The  imports  of  Manila  hemp  for  1899  amounted  to 
53,195  tons,  having  a  value  of  $6,211,175.  During  1898  50,270  tons, 
with  a  value  of  only  $3,239,311,  were  imported.  These  figures  show 
gains  of  2,925  tons  in  quantity  and  $2,972,131  in  value.  In  the  aver- 
age annual  import  price  there  was  an  advance  from  $61.11  to  $116.77 
per  ton. 

Cotton. — Cotton  was  imported  to  the  extent  of  52,660,363  pounds 
during  1898  and  50,158,158  pounds  during  1899,  a  decrease  of  2,502,205 
pounds.  In  the  value  of  the  imports  there  was  a  decline  from 
$5,019,503  to  $5,013,116,  making  a  loss  of  $6,357.  The  import  price 
per  pound  averaged  9.5  cents  for  1898  and  10  cents  for  1899.  The 
imports  consisted  largely  of  Egyptian  cotton. 

FRUITS  AND  NUTS. 

In  the  importation  of  fruits  and  nuts  there  was  a  considerable 
increase  during  1899,  the  value  recorded  for  that  }Tear  amounting  to 
$18,311,206,  as  compared  with  $11,566,950  for  1898.  This  was  a  gain 
of  $3,717,256.  Fruits  were  the  chief  factor,  having  an  import  value 
of  $12,329,012  in  1898  and  $15,586,661  in  1899.  Bananas  and  lemons 
formed  the  leading  items. 

Bananas. — The  imports  of  bananas  for  1899  amounted  in  value  to 
$5,665,588,  or  11,429,170  in  excess  of  the  1898  figures,  which  were 
recorded  at  $4,236,418. 

Lemons.  In  the  case  of  lemons,  the  value  of  the  imports  advanced 
from  $2,818,130  during  1898  to  $1,398,001  during  1899,  showing  an 
increase  of  $1,519,871. 

TOBACCO. 

Our  imports  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  increased  from  10,477.108 
pounds,  worth  $7,188,608,  in  1898   to  14,035,829   pounds,  worth 
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$9,900,253,  in  1899.  The  gain  in  quantity  amounted  to  3,558,721 
pounds,  and  that  in  value  to  $2,411,615.  There  was  a  decline  from 
71.5  cents  to  70.5  cents  per  pound  in  the  average  annual  import  price. 

TEA. 

The  tea  imports  for  1899  amounted  to  74,089,899  pounds,  having  a 
value  of  $9,675,081,  while  in  1898  71,957,715  pounds,  valued  at 
$10,054,283,  were  imported.  In  quantity  there  was  a  gain  of  2,132,184 
pounds,  and  in  value  a  loss  of  $379,202.  The  import  price  per  pound 
averaged  14  cents  for  1898  and  13.1  cents  for  1899. 

WOOL. 

In  the  importation  of  wool  there  was  a  marked  falling  off  during 
1899,  the  receipts  for  that  year  amounting  to  only  76,736,209  pounds, 
valued  at  $8,322,897,  as  against  132,795,202  pounds,  valued  at 
$16,783,692,  for  1898.  These  figures  represent  a  decline  of  56,058,993 
pounds  in  quantity  and  $8,460,795  in  value.  During  1898  the  import 
price  per  pound  averaged  12.6  cents,  but  in  1899  it  fell  to  10.8  cents. 

WINES. 

Wines  were  imported  in  1899  to  the  value  of  $6,590,206.  This  was 
an  increase  of  $621,026  over  the  1898  value,  which  was  recorded  at 
$5,969,180. 

COCOA,   OR  CACAO. 

Our  imports  of  cocoa  increased  from  26,533,228  pounds,  worth 
$3,782,877,  during  1898  to  36,438,583  pounds,  worth  $5,360,116, 
during  1899.  The  gain  in  quantity  amounted  to  9,905,355  pounds, 
and  that  in  value  to  $1,577,239.  The  average  import  price  per  pound 
was  14.3  cents  for  1898  and  14.7  cents  for  1899. 

VEGETABLE  OILS. 

Vegetable  oils  were  imported  in  1899  to  the  value  of  $5,300,664. 
As  compared  with  the  imports  for  1898,  which  were  valued  at 
$4,869,091,  this  was  an  increase  of  $431,573.

LEADING  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

After  breadstuffs,  cotton,  and  meat  products,  which  always  form  by 
far  the  most  important  items  in  our  agricultural  export  trade,  the 
principal  exports  for  the  fiscal  year  1899,  in  the  order  of  their  value, 
were  live  animals,  tobacco,  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal,  vegetable  oils, 
fruits  and  nuts,  dairy  products,  and  seeds.  These  ten  leading  items 
comprised  in  value  over  95  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  of  agricultural 
produce  during  1899.  Breadstuffs,  cotton,  and  meat  products  consti- 
tuted alone  more  than  80  per  cent. 

Following  is  n  table  that  shows  the  value  of  each  of  the  ten  items 
under  consideration  in  1898  and  1899,  with  the  amount  of  increase  or 
decrease  for  1899:

BREADSTUFFS. 

When  contrasted  with  the  average  of  earlier  years,  the  value  of  the 
breadstuff s  exported  in  1899,  amounting  to  $273,999,699,  appears 
unusually  high.  The  exports  for  1898,  however,  reached  the  enormous 
value  of  $333,897,119,  exceeding  all  previous  records,  and  in  compari- 
son with  these  figures  the  1899  returns  show  a  decline  of  $59,897,420. 

Wheat  was  the  principal  factor  in  this  decline,  although  in  the  case 
of  wheat  flour  there  was  a  considerable  increase.  Indian  corn,  oats, 
rye,  and  barley  exhibited  a  marked  falling  off. 

Wheat.— Oi  wheat,  139,432,815  bushels  were  exported  in  1899,  the 
value  amounting  to  $104,269,169.  Although  much  larger  than  the 
average,  the  1899  shipments  were  8,798,446  bushels  short  of  the  excep- 
tionally heavy  exports  recorded  for  the  preceding  year.  In  1898 
there  was  an  exportation  of  148,231,261  bushels,  having  a  value  of 
$145,684,659.  The  export  price  per  bushel,  which  averaged  as  high 
as  98.3  cents  for  1898,  declined  in  1899  to  74.8  cents,  and  this  fact 
accounts  in  part  for  the  falling  off  of  $41,415,490  in  the  total  value  of 
the  exports. 

Wheat  flour. — The  quantity  of  wheat  flour  sent  to  foreign  markets 
during  1899  was  18,485,690  barrels,  or  3,135,747  barrels  more  than 
the  exports  of  1898,  which  amounted  to  15,349,943  barrels.  Notwith- 
standing a  decline  from  $4.51  to  $3. 95  per  barrel  in  the  average  annual 
export  price,  the  total  value  of  the  shipments  advanced  from 
$69,263,718  in  1898  to  $73,093,870  in  1899,  a  gain  of  $3,830,152. 

Converted  into  its  equivalent  in  grain,  the  flour  exported  in  1898 
was  equal  to  69,074,744  bushels  of  wheat,  and  that  in  1899  to 
83,185,605  bushels.  The  combined  shipments  of  wheat  and  wheat 
flour,  therefore,  amounted  to  217,306,005  bushels  for  the  former  year 
and  to  222,618,420  bushels  for  the  latter,  showing  an  increase  of 
5,312,415  bushels  during  1899.  The  combined  value  of  the  wheat  and 
wheat  flour  exports  came  to  $214,948,377  in  1898  and  to  $177,363,039 
in  1899. 
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Indian  corn. — In  the  exportation  of  Indian  corn  there  was  a  falling 
off  during  1899  of  31,655,815  bushels,  the  shipments  for  that  year 
amounting  to  only  174,089,09-1  bushels  as  compared  with  208,744,939 
bushels  for  1898.  The  decline  in  value  was  less  marked,  owing  to  an 
advance  from  35.5  cents  to  39.6  cents  per  bushel  in  the  average  annual 
export  price.  At  these  prices  the  shipments  during  1898  and  1899 
were  worth  $74,196,850  and  $68,977,448,  respectively,  the  decrease  in 
the  latter  year  amounting  to  $5,219,402. 

Oats. — The  decline  that  occurred  during  1899  in  the  exportation  of 
oats  was  particularly  marked,  amounting  to  more  than  50  per  cent. 
The  shipments  for  1899  were  recorded  at  only  30,309,778  bushels, 
worth  $9,787,540,  as  against  69,130,288  bushels,  worth  $20,632,914, 
for  1898.  There  was  a  falling  off  of  38,820,510  bushels  in  quantity 
and  $10,845,374  in  value.  The  average  annual  export  price  rose  in 
the  two  years  from  29.8  cents  to  32.3  cents  per  bushel. 

Rye.—Oi  rye  10,140,866  bushels  were  exported  in  1899,  or  5,400,709 
bushels  less  than  in  the  preceding  }rear,  when  the  shipments  amounted 
to  15,541,575  bushels.  The  value  for  1899  was  $5,936,078  as  com- 
pared with  $8,825,769  for  1898,  a  falling  off  of  $2,889,691.  In  the 
export  price  per  bushel  a  slight  increase  occurred,  the  annual  average 
rising  from  56.8  cents  in  1898  to  58.5  cents  in  1899. 

Barley. — The  exports  of  barley  for  1899  amounted  to  only  2,267,403 
bushels,  worth  $1,375,274,  as  contrasted  with  11,237,077  bushels,  worth 
$5,542,040,  for  the  year  before.  The  decline  in  quantit}^  was  8,969,674 
bushels,  and  that  in  value  $4,166,766.  The  annual  export  price  per 
bushel  averaged  as  high  as  60.7  cents  for  1899,  while  in  1898  it  was 
only  49.3  cents. 

COTTON. 

The  exports  of  cotton  for  1899  were  recorded  at  3,787,719,122  pounds, 
worth  $210,089,576,  as  against  3,862,785,869  pounds,  worth  $230,953,- 
219,  for  1898.  The  falling  off  shown  by  these  figures  was  a  decided 
one,  amounting  to  75,066,747  pounds  in  quantity  and  $20,863,643  in 
value.  Owing  to  a  decline  from  6  cents  to  5.5  cents  per  pound  in  the 
average  annual  export  price,  the  decrease  in  value  was  more  marked 
than  that  in  quantity. 

MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

In  the  exportation  of  meat  products  there  was  a  considerable  increase 
during  1899,  the  value  of  the  shipments  for  that  year  amounting  to 
$166,679,166,  or  $9,552,624  in  excess  of  the  record  for  1898,  which 
was  £157,126,542.  The  largest  gains  occurred  in  the  case  of  hog  prod- 
ucts and  especially  pork  and  lard.  The  total  value  of  the  hog  products 
exported  advanced  from  $110,801,15^  in  1898  to  £115,179,343  in  1899, 
an  increase  of  $4,378,192.  In  beef  products  there  was  a  gain  of 
£iM8l,230,  the  value  rising  during  the  two  years  from  $31,906,384  to 
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$34,087,614.  Oleo-oil  was  another  meat  product  that  showed  a  con- 
siderable increase.  In  the  shipments  of  bacon  there  was  a  noticeable 
falling  off. 

Bacon. — Our  bacon  exports,  which  in  1898  amounted  to  650,108,933 
pounds,  worth  $46,380,918,  fell  during  1899  to  562,651,480  pounds, 
worth  $41,557,067.  This  was  a  decline  of  87,457,453  pounds  in  quan- 
tity and  $4,823,851  in  value.  The  annual  export  price  per  pound 
averaged  7.1  cents  for  1898  and  7.4  cents  for  1899. 

Hams. — American  hams  were  marketed  abroad  in  1899  to  the  extent 
of  225,846,750  pounds,  an  increase  of  25,660,889  pounds  over  the  1898 
shipments,  which  were  recorded  at  200,185,861  pounds.  The  value 
of  the  exports  rose  during  the  two  years  from  $18,987,525  to  $20,774,- 
084,  a  gain  of  $1,786,559.  In  the  average  annual  export  price  there 
was  a  decline  from  9.5  cents  for  1898  to  9.2  cents  for  1899. 

Pork,  salted  or  pickled. — The  exports  of  salted  or  pickled  pork 
increased  from  88,133,078  pounds,  worth  $4,906,961,  during  1898  to 
137,197,200  pounds,  worth  $7,917,066,  during  1899.  In  quantity  there 
was  gain  of  49,064,122  pounds,  and  in  value  one  of  $3,010,105.  The 
annual  export  price  per  pound,  which  averaged  5.6  cents  for  1898,  rose 
to  5.8  cents  in  1899. 

Lard. — Lard  was  also  exported  more  extensively  in  1899  than  in 
1898.  The  1899  shipments  amounted  to  711,259,851  pounds,  valued 
at  $42,208,465,  as  compared  with  709,344,045  pounds,  valued  at  $39,- 
710,672,  for  the  }^ear  before.  The  quantity  was  increased  hj  1,915,806 
pounds  and  the  value  by  $2,497,793.  There  was  an  advance  in  the 
average  annual  export  price  from  5.6  cents  to  5.9  cents  per  pound. 

Fresh  heef. — In  the  exportation  of  fresh  beef,  which  formed  the 
principal  item  among  the  beef  products,  there  was  an  increase  of 
7,371,900  pounds  during  1899,  the  shipments  for  that  year  amounting 
to  282,139,974  pounds  as  against  274,768,074  pounds  for  1898.  Mean- 
while the  value  of  the  exports  advanced  from  $22,966,556  to  $23,545,- 
185,  a  gain  of  $578,629.  The  annual  export  price  per  pound  averaged 
8.4  cents  for  1898  and  8.3  cents  for  1899. 

Oleo-oil. — During  1899  the  exports  of  oleo-oil  reached  as  high  as 
142,390,492  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $9,183,659.  The  quantity  was 
greater  by  9,811,215  pounds  and  the  value  higher  by  $1,279,246  than 
in  1898,  when  132,579,277  pounds,  worth  $7,904,413,  were  exported. 
In  the  average  annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance  in  the  two 
years  from  6  cents  to  6.4  cents  per  pound. 

LIVE  ANIMALS. 

The  shipments  of  live  animals  in  1899  were  considerably  smaller 
than  in  1898,  the  total  value  of  the  1899  consignments  amounting  to 
only  $37,880,916  as  against  $46,243,406  for  the  year  before,  a  decrease 
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of  $8,362,490.  Cattle  were  the  leading  factor  in  this  decline.  There 
was  also  a  noticeable  falling  off  in  the  exportation  of  horses. 

Cattle. — In  the  number  of  cattle  sent  abroad  there  was  a  decrease  of 
49,765  during  1899,  the  record  for  that  year  being  389,190,  as  com- 
pared with  139,255  for  1898.  The  total  value  of  the  cattle  shipped 
fell  from  £37,827,500  in  the  earlier  year  to  $30,510,833  in  the  later, 
showing  a  loss  of  $7,310,667.  The  export  price  per  head  averaged 
only  $78.35  for  1899,  while  in  1898  it  was  $86.12. 

Horses. — The  number  of  horses  exported  in  1899  was  15,778,  or 
5,372  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  which  had  a  record  of  51,150.  In 
value  there  was  a  decline  during  the  two  years  from  $0,170,569  to 
$5,141,312,  the  difference  amounting  to  $732,227.  The  average  export 
price  per  head  fell  from  $120.75  in  1898  to  $118.93  in  1899. 

TOBACCO. 

Our  exports  of  tobacco  in  its  unmanufactured  forms  during  1899  were 
valued  at  $25,167,218,  an  increase  of  $3,295,638  over  the  1898  value, 
which  amounted  to  $22,171,580.  These  figures  include  stems  and 
trimmings  as  well  as  leaf  tobacco,  although  the  latter  was  the  princi- 
pal item. 

Leaf  tobacco.  —Of  leaf  tobacco  we  shipped  to  foreign  countries  in  1899 
272,421,295  pounds,  or  20,162,393  pounds  more  than  in  1898,  when 
there  was  an  export  record  of  252,258,902  pounds.  Meanwhile  the 
total  value  of  the  shipments  increased  from  $21,921,337  to  $25,170,771, 
a  gain  of  $3,216,131.  In  the  average  }Tearly  export  price  per  pound 
there  was  an  advance  from  8. 7  cents  in  1898  to  9.2  cents  in  1899. 

OIL  CAKE  AND  OIL-CAKE  MEAL. 

The  exports  of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal  during  1899  were  the  lar- 
gest ever  recorded,  amounting  to  1,569,093,133  pounds,  or  210.950,131 
pounds  in  excess  of  the  heavy  shipments  of  the  year  before,  when 
1 .358,130,702  pounds  were  sent  abroad.  The  value  for  1899  reached  as 
high  as  $L4-.54S,705.  showing  a  gain  of  $1,916,915  over  the  figures  for 
L898,  which  were  returned  at  $12,601,820.  In  both  years  tin4  export 
price  averaged  0.9  cent  per  pound. 

VEGETABLE  OILS. 

A  new  record  was  also  made  in  the  exportation  of  vegetable  oils. 
The  shipments  for  1899  were  valued  at  $13,809,335,  or  $1,790,200 
above  the  L898  value,  which  was  the  highest  previously  reported, 
amounting  to  $12,019,009.    Cotton-seed  oil  formed  the  chief  item. 

CottoH-srcd  oil.  —Of  cotton-seed  oil  50.027.219  gallons,  worth 
H  2,0.77,53  9,  were  sent  abroad  in  L899,  making  the  largest  exports  on 
record.    There  was  an  increase  <>t'  10,396,435  gallons  in  quantity  and 
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$1,939,900  in  value  over  the  exports  of  the  year  preceding,  which 
amounted  to  40,230,781  gallons,  worth  $10,137,619.  The  average 
export  price  per  gallon  showed  a  decline  from  25.2  cents  in  1898  to 
23.9  cents  in  1899. 

FRUITS  AND  NUTS. 

In  the  exportation  of  fruits  and  nuts  there  was  a  decrease  during 
1899.  The  value  for  that  year  amounted  to  only  $7,897,485,  as  against 
$9,013,310  for  1898,  a  falling  off  of  $1,115,825.  Fruits  formed  the 
principal  part  of  the  shipments,  having  a  value  of  $8,851,878  in  1898 
and  $7,757,235  in  1899. 

DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

There  was  also  a  noticeable  falling  off  during  1899  in  the  exporta- 
tion of  dairy  products.  The  year  before,  products  of  the  dairy 
worth  $9,095,759  were  marketed  abroad,  but  in  1899  the  value  of  the 
shipments  fell  to  $7,629,211,  a  decline  of  $1,466,548.  Cheese  and  but- 
ter both  contributed  to  this  decline. 

Cheese. — The  exports  of  cheese  for  1899  amounted  to  only  38,198,753 
pounds,  worth  $3,316,049,  as  compared  with  53,167,280  pounds,  worth 
$4,559,324,  for  the  previous  year.  There  was  adecreaseof  14,968,527 
pounds  in  quantity  and  $1,243,275  in  value.  The  average  export  price 
per  pound  was  8.6  cents  for  1898  and  8.7  cents  for  1899. 

Butter. — In  the  shipments  of  butter  there  was  a  falling  off  from 
.  25,690,025  pounds,  valued  at  $3,864,765,  during  1898  to  20,247,997 
pounds,  valued  at  $3,263,951,  during  1899.  The  decline  in  quantity 
amounted  to  5,442,028  pounds  and  that  in  value  to  $600,814.  The 
average  export  price  rose  in  the  two  years  from  15  cents  to  16.1  cents 
per  pound. 

SEEDS. 

The  value  of  the  seed  exports  of  1899  amounted  to  $5,079,396,  show- 
ing a  gain  of  $2,124,673  over  the  figures  for  1898,  which  were  recorded 
at  $2,954,723.  The  increase  was  due  chiefly  to  larger  shipments  of 
flaxseed.  In  the  exportation  of  grass  seed  there  was  a  slight  fall- 
ing off.
